CONFEDERATE STATES OF AMERICA NOTES (1861-1864) 


Cancellations: Most notes dated between 1861 and 1863 
have been cancelled by the Confederate 
Treasury. These cancellations are 
generally of two types:- 


1) Cut Cancellations (CC) where a 
shape has been neatly cut with a 
sharp instrument. This does not 
detract from the appearance or 
value of the note. 

2) Cut Out Cancellations (COC) which 
result in triangular or circular 
pieces being removed from the edge 
of the notes.
